Circle Route, landing here today. 
THE FOUR-ENGINED plane, on 
the first of a series of chartered 
flights for the United Nations Re- 
lief and Rehabilitation Administra- 
tion, made the Great Circle trip 
from Shanghai to Seattle in 21 
hours and 52 minutes flying time. 
This was 12 hours and 24 minutes 
less than it took to fly 1,500 mile 
longer established island route, 
through Honolulu and Midway, 
from San Francisco to Shanghai.

Plenty If You Can Pay For It 


Soviet Food Comes High

MOSCOW, March 30.—(BUP)—There is plenty of food available 
today in Moscow—if you can afford to pay for it. 

The plentiful food supplies are available in the so-called “open 
market.” If you can't afford “open market” prices, you continue on | 
rationed foods, the supply and price of which have not changed in 
recent years. ' 

On the legal “open market”—which resembles in some respects 
the black market of other ecountries—a two-pound loaf of white bread 
can be purchased for between $1.50 and $3. These prices are figured 
on the 12 to a dollar diplomatic rate of exchange for the ruble, 

Black bread costs $1.25 a loaf and butter $12.50 a pound, These 
prices —fluctuating somewhat but based on Russian supply and 
demand—are an improvement on prices of six months ago and there 
are greater quantities of food to be had, 

BEEF COSTS $2 A POUND, mutton 80 cents, granulated sugar 
70c, and cube-sugar which is preferred by the Russians $1 a pound. 

Vegetable oils are high priced—coming at $10.80 a pound. Cereals 


cost $2.70 a pound.

‘Feeding Our Enemies 

German people living in the American 
occupation zone are to get in future 1275 
calories of food per day each. They have 
been getting 1550. To keep a person in good 
health a minimum of about 2000 calories per 
day is said to be required. 

Roughly this means that the population 
of that area will have to get along on two 
meals per day instead of three, or the equiv- 
alent in terms of energy producing food. In 
the British, Russian and French occupation 
zones allowances are kept on a level with 
those in the American area. Germans, in a 
word, are going on a two-thirds diet. 

“Serves them right” will be the reaction 
in some minds where Nazi outrages are the 
back-drop for any picture of present day life 
in the Reich. Perhaps it does so far as con- 


proving beyond peradventure that a March 
that comes in like a lamb does indeed go out 
like a lion, have at least the virtue of remind- 
ing this community that Mayor Ainlay’s | 
program of civic rehabilitation can add a lot | 
to the joy of living in this city. 

Sifting a steady stream of dust into

For this the Allied nations need not ex- 
pect any word of thanks from Nazis, nor any 
mitigation of hatred in that quarter. Accord- 
ing to their doctrine we should leave them 
to starve, just because they are a burden 
to us. They did that to millions of people, 
for no other reason than that they were not 
of thir own race or political views, Non- 
Nazi Germans will of course feel as Cana- 
dians would feel in such circumstances, and| 
there must be a large number of them, 


while we do this, let us not fall for any soft 
notion that we can pet and coddle the),

Dominion expenditure is being slashed. 
The estimates brought in at Ottawa call for 
the spending of $1,886,000,000 less in 1946-7 
than was spent in 1945-6. 

The reduction is of course due mainly to 
the falling cost of demobilizing and bring- 
ing home our fighting men. This cost in the 
fiscal year just ending $3,605,000,000. Next | 
year the cost is placed at $1,515,000, a drop | 
better than $2,000,000,000. Getting out of a 
war is about as costly as getting in, but it 
doesn’t last as long. 

Total federal outlay in 1945-6 ran to 
$4,655,000,000. The cut promised for the 
coming year is around 35 per cent. A corre- 
sponding slash in taxation will be looked for 
when the budget comes down.

Now that the 
percentage is more or less definitely deduct- 
ible, the flow of appeals and applications 
can be expected to grow to the proportions 
of a flood.

Why Not Do It Now? 


Barring some stay of proceedings which 
at present nobody seems to expect, soft coal | 
miners in the United States are to strike at | 
midnight on Sunday. If the tie-up occurs it 
will start a creeping paralysis of industry 
across the country like that which followed 
the closing of the steel mills not many weeks 
ago. The effects could be worse, and more 
quickly felt, because steel-using plants would 
be stalled again almost before they have got 
into full production, and because plants 
which use little or no steel would also have 
to close down, 

Threat that the spring negotiations for 
a new agreement might break down in the 
United States was a warning to Canadian 
officials, and all other parties concerned, | 
that they had better not leave bargain-mak- 
ing in the Dominion until winter is again 
about to close in—which seems to have be- | 
come the dangerous custom on this side of 
the line. Announcement that the mines there 
are scheduled to close Sunday night empha- 
sizes this warning as strongly as anything 
could.

The first 
annual general meeting was held in 
Winnipeg on July 9 of the same 
year. It was incorporated as a 
company on Oct. 15, 1923, under 
the provisions of the Companies 
Act, 1917. 

IT 1S TRUE, football was played 
all over the Dominion long before | 
the DFA was formed, thus it be-| 
came necessary for a Dominion 
competition which was known at} 
that time as the “Connaught Cup,” 
presented by the Duke of Con-) 
naught, then Governor-General of} 
Canada. This competition was con-| 
fined to amateur clubs, and it was 
first competed for in 1913. In 1926 
this trophy was temporarily with- 
drawn and replaced by a new one 
known as the “Football Associa-| 
tion Trophy,” and presented by the 
“English FA. In 1927 the competi- 
tion was opened to both amateur 
and professional clubs. 

The first winner of the Dominion 
championship was Norwood Wan- 
derers, who repeated their success 
in the following year. Westminster 
Royals holds the proud record of} 
being four times winner, being 
successful in 1928-30-31-36, Alberta!

I Believe in Jesus Christ 


HE Creeds are brief statements of the essentials of the Christian 

Faith. Each clause in them must be carefully studied if we are 

to get its full meaning—and none more than this one: “I believe in 
Jesus Christ.” 


This is the central affirmation of the Christian’s belief. Every- 
thing that is unique in Christianity, all the hope and joy and power 
that characterize the Saints, what men call our “optimism” in face 
of the cruel realities of the world, arises from our belief in Jesus 
Christ. 

“Man is a creature always seeking finite satisfactions for in- 
finite desires.” His restlessness and dissatisfaction is the strangest 
thing about him. Unlike the animals, it is simply not true (though 
some people seem to think so) that if he has food and comfort he 
will be satisfied and forever at peace. He is so made that he can 
only find satisfaction in God. In St. Augustine’s famous words: 
“Thou O God hast made us for Thyself and our hearts are restless 
until they find rest in Thee.” 


The basic truth upon which all spiritual religion rests, i.e. all 
that is not mere outward conformity or ceremonial observance is 
this, that there dwells at the heart of the Universe as its Source and 
Sustainer a Living Spirit whom we call God; that though His thoughts 
are higher than our thoughts and His ways than our ways, though 
He is far beyond our comprehension, yet He has a Father’s heart; 
that He loves man and has created man akin to Himself, and that 
our true destiny and satisfaction is to know Him and love Him and 
to do His will. THIS IS THE TRUTH WHICH ALTERS EVERY- 
THING: which opposes all Naturalistic Evolutionary creeds and 
transcends all “Humanist” views, 


But, men will ask: How do we know that it is true? What good 
is it to us to profess such a belief unless we can reach Him, and know 
and understand Him? The Christian answer to these profoundest and 
most important of all questions is found in Jesus Christ. We know 
well that the Eternal is beyond our human comprehension, but here 
in Christ He is personalized, brought near to us, made known. Here 
in a perfect human life we come to know God. There is no other 
way by which we can really know Him. Dimly we may discern Him 
in the splendour and beauty of Nature or hear His voice at second 


| hand in the Messages of the Prophets, or in the songs of Poets, but He 


can only be fully known In a Person. In the mind and character of 
Jesus Christ we learn what God is like. He is the fullest unveiling of 
the Eternal available for mortal men. “God, having of old time 
spoken unto the fathers by the prophets in divers portions and in 
divers manners, hath at the end'of these days spoken unto us in His 
Son...” 

Belief in Jesus Christ means not that there is another God be- 
side the Eternal, nor that Jesus is the best and greatest of the 
Prophets, but rather that He is one with God, and in Him God has 
come in the flesh, has entered into human life, limited Himself by 
human conditions and willingly subjected Himself to human infirmity 
and death, in order that He may save us, and that we may know Him 
whom to know is life eternal.
